Newfoundland whalers, scized with 
a spirit of enterprising economy, are 
reported to “be attempting to place 
whale ‘hide‘on the market for the 
manufacture ‘of whale Ieather.

the Moscow branch * of the Union 
of True Russian People, the’ organiza- 
tion to which the Emperor sent a 
communication on. June 17, convey- 
ing his blessing to the Ultra-reaction- 
ary party, and his hopes for the suc- 
cess of its) pi owe ; 

The execution of the plot was en- 
rusted \to the leader of the Moscow 
branch, s man named Kazantseff; 
who came to St. Petersburg the lat- 
| ter part of May and secured employ- 
ment in a factory as a’common labor- 
er. “He befriended several ‘of his ‘fel- 
low. workmen, and. after announcing 
himoulf as an anarchist he’ enlis 
four’ men to assist him in carrying 
out his commissjén. It was planned 
to throw a bomb at Count Witte’s 

from the window of a chea 
boarding-house on Kamenny Island, 
while ‘the count was on his way ‘to 
attend a meeting of the Council of 
the Empire. 

The plot, however, was betrayed’ by 
the revolutionist ‘bures:. which gave 
Count Witte warning.) The four work-..

She {is the only woman who 
has erer been decorated for s\gnal 
bravery In the history of the colony 
and probably the only Chinese woman 
who ‘holds a medal of honor presented 
by forelgners. 

Te Pat Mul won the medal simply 
through: not losing ber head when in 
danger, She was on the water front 
when the storm broke, and she saw her 
house swept away by the wares that 
drove In from the outer harbor.

Breakfast at 8, dinner at 
12 and supper at 5 does not give us 
sufficient time. § Even if the morning 
meal be an hour eariler and the even- 
ing meal an hour later there will be 
crowding and embarrassnient of the 
organs. The remaining hours of the 
day are not long enough to enable the 
digestive organs to recover;from the 
strain of being compelled to do such 
an enormous amount of work In so 
short a time.

"MARKETING THE WHEAT. 


Western Farmers Are StHl Selling 
Last Year's Crop. 


The crop situation in the west con- 
tinues to grow in interest and unfav- 
orable weather makes the Prospect of 






fi the 

firit of June. In’ fact, on the whole, 
it is stronger, as . returns 
from winter wheat continue most un- 
sntisfactory and the conditions -in 
Russia’ are not improved. 

There ig a greatly improved: export 
demand, particularly for “Manitoba 
wheat, and some: heavy trading has 
been done within the three days. 
The fact ore peodine sever ane hay 
not ready to cut, has given farm- 
ers a chance to hsol»in the wheat 
they have'‘on hand, and one com- 
mission house that makes a mpectalty 
of handling cars loaded over plat- 
form, -has been | averaging ten .cars 
daily for more than a*week. Receipts 
iss carn an against LMI for the 
4 cars, as agains lor the 
same weeks of last year. Inspections 
task year being 60,107,250. up to Bat- 
ast year, 1 up 
urday, June 23. Many farmers, writ- 
ing and inquiring for the outlook ‘cf 
the markets, state they have from one 
to three cars still to ship. The rapid 
forward movement of the past three 
woeks has been a sarprise, evén to the 
railways. Very nearly -83,000,000 bush- 
els of the wheat of:the crop of 1906 
have been accounted for, and there 
is little doubt that considerably more 
than seven millions remains in the 
farmers’ hands for market. 

The almost total failure of the oat 
crop of Ontario has enhanced the val- 
ue of western onts and prices are 
steadily rising.

Decrease In Exports. 


While the increase of - Canada's 
trade for the last two months has been 
ven at close on $12,000,000, it was 
n imports. In exports there was a 
decrease of over $5,000,000. The anly 
item of exports in which an increase 
was shown was the products of the 
mines, a little over $500,000. In ‘the 
; other export lines, in which Cana- 
dians have been accustomed of late 
years to look for an increase, there 
were decreases—namely: the products 
of the forests, animals and their pro- 
ducta, and agriciltural products. 
The decrease in exports is set down 
to strikes and the late date at which 
the navigation of the §t) Lawrence 
opened this year.

The first use of muskets In Europe 
was at the siege of Rhege In 1591 by 
the Spanish soldiers. ‘These arms were 
so extremely heavy that they could not 
be used without a rest.’ ‘They wero 
provided with matchlocks and were ef- 
fective at a considerable distance. 
While on the march the soldiers them- 
selyes carried only the ammunition and 
the rests, and boys bearing the muskets 
followed after, like caddies on a golf 
course, "2 we +: 

Loading these cumbersome arms was 
a slow operation. They were clumsy 
and awkward to handle. The ball and 


powder were carried separately, and and Fri 


the prepafation and adjustment of the 
match took.a long time. 

Before long, however, improvements 
began to be made. The guns became 
lghter in construction, and the soldiers 
carried -their ammunition In broad 
shoulder belts called bandellers, to 
which were suspended a number of lit- 
tle leather covered wooden cases, each 
of which held a charge of powder, A 
pouch, In which the builets were car- 
ried loose, and a priming horn hung at 
the side of the soldier. 

As late as the timé of Charies I. 
muskets with rests were still in use, 
and It was not until? the beginning of 
the eighteenth century * that firelocks 
were successfully employed.

The Coming of Halley’s Comet. 
As everybody knows, the famous 
comet of Halley, the brightest of all 
comets known to pay periodical visits 
to the nelghborhood of the sun, is ex- 
pected to reapficar in the sky within a 
fow years. Astronomers all over the 
world are now interested in the prob- 
lem of predicting the precise time of 
its perihelion passage, or nearest ap- 
proach to the sun. Several predictions 
have already been published. ‘The lat-. 
est is thatmade by Messrs. Crommelin 
and Cowell before the Royal Astro- 
nomical society In January. Calculat- 
ing the probable effects of the Interfer- 
ence of the various plancts with the 
comet’s progress in its orbit, they think 
that the date of the next perihelion 
fall before the middle of May, 
1910. The last previous perihelion pas- 
sage of the comet was Jn November,

PREMIER OF NEW BRUNSWICK. 


Hon. Clifford W. Robinson Succeeds 
Premier Pugsley—His Career. 
Hon. Clifford W. Robinson, the new 
Premier of New Brunswick, was born 
near Moncton, September 1, 1866, a 
son of William J. and-Margaret Tren- 
holm Robinson. He was educated in 





the public schools, and graduated B. 


A. at the University of Mount Allison 
in 1886. The ensuing three years he 
was employed as bookkeeper with a 
Moncton firm, but resigned his posi- 
tion to take up the study of law, and 
in 1892 he opened his present office 


in Moncton, where he has since fol- 


lowed his profession with success. In 
1895 he was elected Town Councillor 
of Moncton, and in 1897 was elected 
Mayor of the,same city by a- 
tion. In 1897 he was elected by ac- 
elamation a member of the New 
Brunswick Legislature for the county 
of Westmoreland, and has been one of 
its representatives ever since. 

In_ the 1896 Dominion election Mr. 
Robinson contésted the county of 
Westmoreland ost H. A. Powell, 
and was defeated by fifteen votes. He 
was chosen Speaker of the New Bruns- 
wick Legislatare in 1901; which ‘po- 
sition he filled with great satisfaction 
till’ March, 1907, when he was chosen 
Provincial Secretary to fill the place 
of the Hon. IL. J. Tweedie, who re- 
signed to accept the Lieutenant-Gover- 
norship of the province. On the re- 
signation of Premier Pugaley to con- 
test the vacant seat in St. John he 
was chosen his successor.

Dargai Hero Retires. 

Colonel Mathias, the famous leader 
of the assault by the Gordon "High- 
landers on the heights of Dargai in 
the autumn of 1897, is retiring {rom 
the Army under the age regulation. It 
wes a critical moment in a fight with 
the Afridis when Colonel Mathias said 
to his men: “The General says the 
ition must be taken at all costs. 
Gordon Highlanders will take it.”” 
And they did. It was a feat that turn- 
ed the tide of battle in the same way 
that the Devon Regiment did when 
they hunted the Boers off Wagon Hill 
in the South African War. The regi- 
ment, to'use the words of Sir William 
Lockhart's official despatch, dashed 
through a murderous fire, and in 
forty minutes had won the heights, 
leaving three officers. and thirty: men 
killed or wounded on the way. Among 
the wounded was Piper  Findlater, 
who, shot in both ankles, propped 
himself up against a boulder and pip- 
ed “The Haughs of Cromloch” until 
the Gordons had won the _hcights, 
ond he had won the Victoria Cross. 
Bir William Lockhart recommended 
Colonel Mathias for the Victoria 
Cross, but he never got it. A good 
story is told of the steep climb which 
the charge entailed. “Stiff climb, eh, 
Mackie?” said Colonel Mathias, who 
was breathless. to the color-sergeant 
by his side. “I’m not so young as I 
was, you know.” “Never mind, sir,”

Monarch by Merit. 

An Englishman who has lived and 
traveled extensively in the Philippine 
Islands gave an interesting account of 
a little “kingdom” there, ruled over 
by a white man. 

This uncrowned monarch is a Scots- 
man, a marine engincer, and he is a 
veritable father of his people. He is 
their ruler, judge, general and medi- 
cal attendant. 

Dalupaon, for that is the name of 
the little realm, contains 500 families, 
and so well is it administered that 
when mest of the cattle in the sur- 
rounding districts died of-rinderpest, 
those of the Scot and his dusky clan 
escaped completely. When the insur- 
rection broke out, not a man of bis 
following joined either of the contend- 
ing armies; And when a famine came 
his people remained contented and 
well-fed, 

Timber cutting and shipbuilding are 
the chief industries of the little king- 
dom, and the capable Scot who con- 
trols it has established a church, a 
school, a brass band, and a_ police 
rystent. The nature of the changes 
he has worked may; be‘ judged’ by the 
fact that, before he came, most'of tle 
natives lived in trees and were utterly 
uncivilized. ,

Not many people realize the enor- 
mons wealth that lies in what are 
known as by-products. 

“Take sheep's wool, for example,” 
said an authority on the subject. 
“The grease and dirt which are wash- 
ed out of it are full of potash and po- 
tash salts, and in the wool-scouring 
factories of France and Belgium these 
by-products, are extracted from. the 
water in which the woo! ig washed, 
and produce profits running into 
thousands of pounds sterling. 

“As for slaughter houses, they are 
perfect gold mines of wealth in the 
matter of. by-products. Blood, bones, 
grease, horns, hair, everything is sav- 
ed and transformed into thousands of 
useful articles by chemical and other 
processes. Talking of gold mines, one 
of the most important of the chemical 
by-prodacts of the slaughter house is 
employed in gold mining. This is 
cyanide of potassium, which is used 
to take the gold out of ground 
quartz.””

A MOST CURIOUS SPECTACLE 








Tons of Thousands of Religious Zealots 
Lave Themselves. in the Frigid Wa-. 


_ ters of the Polluted’ Stream—The. 


Ghouls at the Crematory. ©. 

One of the greatest human spectacles 
in the world—a most amazing and com- 
plete exhibition of religious zeal—is the 
sunrise gathering of Ganges worship- 
ets along the river bank at Benares, In- 
Gia; Eliza R. Skidmore, foreign secre- 


tary of the National Geographic socie- | 


ty, made a study ‘of these religious ob- 
stérvances- of believers of. Hindooism- 
at Benares and wrote’a comprehensive 
articie for the National Geographic 
Magazine. , ‘ 


The author in recounting her experi- 
ences says: “Sightseeing begins at 
Benares’ before ‘daybreak, and one 
drives thfough two miles of uninterest- 
ing streets In the starlight and gray 
gioaming across to the boats at the riv- 
er bank. In midwinter, the cold weath- 
er months of Indian travel, it is bitter- 
ly cold at that hour—hoarfrost on the 
ground, blue and lilac frost haze In the 
air. One needs all the fur wraps and 
Fugs one can get to drive down to the 
river, yet is glad for the shelter of a 
fun umbrella before noon. 

“Every one at that hour was hurry- 
ing in;the one direction, and when we 
had raced down the great steps and 
the houseboat was poled off from the 
bank all the river front was before 
us like a theater stage lighted by the 
ising sun striking fall upon it. 

“As the sun shone red, orange and 
yellow through the thick frost haze a 
great murmur of voices rose from the 
length of the ghats, the tens of thou- 
sands of fervent worshipers, standing 
on platforms built over the water and 
standing waist deep in the water, re- 
peating in muttered chant the ancicnt 
Vedic hymn, 

“They dipped themselves bencath the 
swirling mud flood; they, lifted the wa- 


heads; they lifted it in their hands and 
let it trickle through thelr. fingers or 
run down their arms, and they dipped 
tufts of sacred grass In the water and 
sprinkled themsclves; they pressed 
their nostrils, they twisted their fin- 
gers and did all manner of motions as 
they chanted and muttered to them- 
selves, each one rapt, intent, absorbed 
entirely in the long religious recitals. 
“At the woman's ghat every woman 
carries a brass lota, or water jar, or a 
still larger and heavier jar of red. pot- 
tery,‘ and the unending ion of 
gracefully draped figures going up 
end down the broad ghat !s an unend- 
Ing delight. Swathed head and all In 
thelr winding saris, they wade into 
the river and pray, one {s sure, to ev- 













all the secrets held | 
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ter In jars and poured it over thelr’ 


ery Hindoo deity which the ten fingers 


represent to Iet them come Into the 
world again In some human form less 
ignoble than a woman's. 

“They go back to shore and deftly 
envelop themselves in fresh saris and 
drop the wet ones to the steps without 
once uncovering the face or exposing 
more than the feet and hands, They 
scour thelr brass lotas with Ganges 
mud, they wash their hair with sacred 
muck and fill the jars to take home at 
the very mouths of the city sewers, 

“The devotees show no fastidious 
choice in dipping the water they drink. 
All is Ganges water, and all is sacred, 
even when the surface Is afloat with 
city refuse discharging from the drain- 
pipes at thelr very elbows. 

“The cremation ground fs only a 
waste space of grimy sand and gravel 
between two stone terraces, a neglect- 
ed bank gullied by rains, with pyres. 
building and half consumed, scattered 
Irregularly, and ghouls poking among 
the ashes for coins or jewels. More 
systematic ghouls carry pans of ashes 
to the water's edge and wash this 
pay dirt ike any placer miner. 

“Alongside ‘this revolting sequel to 
Festerday’s burnings He fresh bodies, 
wrapped In white sheets and garlands 
of marigolds. The bodies are dipped In 
the Ganges and laid in rows. with the 
sacred stream laving their feet and 
profane ghouls washing pay dlit from 
yesterday's pyres between and beside 
them, shakIng grime and cinders over 
the hapless flower wreathed bundles. 

“This crude open air crematory ifs 
the monopoly of the domri. lowest 
caste of all peoples, who charge ex- 
travagantly for thelr services, for the 
wood, the oil and :the flame which 
lights the funeral torch for touching 
off the pyre. ; 

“The earlicr In the morning the burn- 
(ng occurs the greater merit:and cer- 
tainty of paradise for the dead one, and 
the domri’s charges ran from extravd- 
Gant sums for burning the rich and 
coble at sunrise and decrease toward 
noon -and afternoon, when the very 
Poor and the jail criminals are hur- 
tiedly burned or half burned for a few 
annas and the rubbish and bones shoy- 
eled down the bank.”

A TORNADO. 


The Spiral That Connects the Earth 
. With the Clouds. 

While in Kansas a few years ago I 
had a very clear view of a tornado. It 
wes about ten miles distant, passing 
swiftly over the prairic. It presented 
the appearance of a long rope about 
two feét In diameter. It extended 
from a dark, irregularly shaped cloud 
to the earth and was-slightly curved. 
I¢ was of nearly uniform thickness 
and leaned about thirty-five degrees 
from a perpendicular toward the cloud. 
A Ine drawn from where I stood to 
the clond would bare made an angie of 
about forty degrees with the carth's 
surface. ter this ropelike projection 
had parted I noticed in the irregular 
cloud a perfectly shaped spiral of sil- 
ver whiteness. It was shaped like a 
great auger and extended from the 
point where the funnel or rope had 
been connected with the cloud forward 
in the direction the cloud was moring. 
All around it-was in wild commotion, 
bot the spiral itself seemed to stand 
Uke a great white ribbon colled auger 
shape and fixed secure.. This/spiral at 
the time [ caught sightof it was lying 
in a nearly horizontal position, the for- 
ward end being only slightly elevated. 
I have never met any one who has 
scen this spiral in the tornado cloud, 
but by one who came dangerously near 
being caught by a passing tornado I 
was told that the center of the whirl- 
ing funnel was as white_as milk.. From 
his statement, taken in connection 
with my own observations, I have 
formed the opinion that the center of 
all tornadoes {s a perfectly shaped eléc- 
trical spiral and that when in opera- 
tion It connects the earth with the 
cloud. It fs manifest that such a spiral’ 
would give the middie,of the tornado 
funnel a white appearance.. But it is 
not Ikely that one looking at it in its 
upright form would detect its)spiral 
form. Indeed, it would have to. turn 
itself fn a most favorable position in 
order to reveal to the eye of the ob- 
server its spiral form.—Scientiic Amer- 
fcan,

Of a single page, tro 
columns, the Daily Courant professed 
to give foreign news only, without edi- 
torial comments, the chief of staff 
“supposing other people to have sense 
enough to make reflections for them- 
selves.” This original sheet soon pass- 
ed into the hands of Samuel Buckley, 
“at the sign of the Dolphin fn Little 
Britain,” the worthy printer of the 
Spectator and one “well affected” to 
the house of Hanover. ‘The Courant 
Was in 1735 absorbed In the Daily Ga- 
zette.—London Chronicle.

A Marine Monster of 1800. 

“When I saw our latest leviathan 
warship, the Indomitable, launched at 
Glasgow the other day,” writes a cor-' 
respondent, “I could not help won- 
dering what our foréfathers of a cen- 
tury ago would have thought of her. 
In 1800 a leading naval authority 
wrote: ‘The size of our ships seems 
now to have reached its ultimatum. 
The French indeed have latterly built 
a ship of most extraordinary size, 172 
feet keel, 55 feet 9 inches by the bean, 
1,} tonnage about 2.850 tons. But she is 
pronoun to be entirely unfit for 
service.’ And yet this marine mon- 
ster of 1800, whose size’made her so 
unwieldly that ‘she hathe never been 
out of harbor,” was but a third as 
long as our latest cruizer, little more 
than two-thirds the width and a sixth 
of the tonnage. In fact, she was re- 
latively so small that she might eas- 
ily, one would think, have been car- 
ried on the Indomitablo’s deck. “Ai- 
though a filty acre forest had provid- 
ed her timbers and it had taken 290 
shipwrights a year to build her, her 
total cost was less than one-tenth that 
of her successor of to-day.”"—West 
minster Gazette.

In a letter written by the late’ Lafca- 
dio Hearn to his friend, the musical 
critic, HU. E, Krehbiel, the author says: 
“Let _me dwell upon an art principle. 
Both you and 1 have a trade—journal- 
isth. We have ulso an art—authorship. 
The same system of labor cannot be 
appliqd to the one-as to, the other with- 
out unfortunate results. Let the trade 
be performed as mechanically as is 
consistent with preservation of. one’s 
Teputation as a good workman. But 
When it comes to writing a durable 
fhing—a book or a brochure—every line 
ought to be written at least twice, if 
bossible, three times. In the very act 
of copying new ideas: of grace, force ‘ 
and harmony will make’ themselves 
manifest. Witbout this, I will venture 
to say, fine literary execution is im: 
possible.”

CHAPTER [L-- 

In the year 186—there stood on the 
banks of the great-rivor a large ‘house 
of gray stone. It had been built some

In the eyes of their humble occn- 
pants the dwelling of the master had 
been the honse ‘‘par excellence,’? and 
by them had always been called ‘‘The 
House."’ Their designation had been j 
adopted by the neighbors, and by de- 
grees, also by people more remote, i 
who, by way of distinction had_added } 
the owner's name, and thus the place 
became known throughout the coun- 
try as Marshal! House. 

A short distance to the right, in an: 
enclosure of its own stood the neatly 
white-washed cabin of the old nurse, 
Phibby, to whose indefatigable care 
tho two places owed their air of per- 
fect and cheerful order. Tho roses 
and honey sucklos of the House receiv- 
ed at her hands the same pains be- 
stowed upon her own gourds and 
morning glories, and tho fine old-time 
furniture, brought by tho Marshalls | 
from Virginin, was as neatly dusted | 
and polished as were her own hambler 
but equally ancient and cqually pre- 
cious **chists’’ and cupboards.

MUSTLOWER THE RATES 


Railway Commission issues New 
- Order to Canadian Roads. 





General Decrease In Class Freight 
Rates, to Be Based On Short Line 
Mileage—Owner’s Risk Condition 
Clause Amended—Winter and Sum- 
mer Charge Replaced By General 
Rate. 


Toronto, July 13.—The findings of 
the Railway Commission with respect 
to the discrimination in rates from 
United States points to Canadian 
Points as against those from  con- 
tiguous Canadian territory t) the same 
destination has been announced, and 
a8\@ result-of the efforta and repre- 
sentations of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association a general readjust- 
ment of rates throughout eastern Can- 
ada has been brought about. An or- 
der hag just been issued to the rail- 
Ways that tariffs covering the new 
basis of rates must be issued without 


unneceasary delay. { 
The new proposition means a ycn- 
eral decreaze in class freight rates in 


the territory east of the Detroit River 
and Sudbury to and including the 
Maritime Provinces; the same basis 
of rates from and between all large 
centres; the same rates in winter as 
in sutinmer; overcome complaints as 
to the violation of the long and short 
haul clause of the Railway Act. ex- 
cept as authorized; the removal of the 
discrimination which now exists xt 
frontier points in favor of the United 
States manufacturer; the rates bo 
tiveen all points to be based on short 
line mileage, and as nearly as prac- 
ticable, uniformity in rates between 
¥arious distributing centres in Oui- 
tario. 

Railways may continue to apply 
from récognized water ‘points, such 
as Toronto, Hamilton, St. Catharines. 
etc., a basis in competition with wa- 
ter during the summer slightly lower 
than the general basis adopted, but 
there is to be no increase from those 
prevailing at the present time. 

As an illustration ax to how the 
new basis will work out, the present 
first-class rate, Windsor to Montreal, 
is 70 centa in the winter and 60 cent: 
in the summer. The new basis will 
be 58 cents all the year round. 

Owner’s risk conditions has bee 
80 amended and defined that the 
carriers are liable for loss through 
negligence on the part of theméelves, 
their agents or employes. 

There is to be no. disturbance -ot 
any special commodity tariffs or com- 
modity rates now in effect) where

He ‘ssid. the $25 he sent to 
Adams at Ogden when the latter wir- 
ed hé was in jail there was his (Hay- 
wood’s) own money. Adams had been 
out prospecting and had stated on 
leaving Denver that if he struck any- 
thing he would locate Haywood on it. 
Haywood never gave Adams any 
more money, but in 1905, in answer 
to an appeal for temporory relief from 
Mrs. Adams, he sent them $30. They 
had located in a homestead in Ore- 
= and‘ promised to pay ‘back the 
joan in butter and eggs. The next 
he heard of Steve Adains was when 
the latter was arrested. The letter 
he wrote to Mrs. Orchard was in re- 
ply to one asking her husband’s 
whereabouts. Haywood declared he 
knew absolutely nothing of the plot 
against Gov. Steunenberg. 

“I don’t know that I had thought 
of him after I left the State of Idaho.”’ 

The first Haywood heard of the 
assassination was in the papers, 
which claimed that the crime was a 
culmination of the troubles in the 
Coeur D'Alene. The papers also re- 
ported’ that a union card had been 
found in the effects of Thomas Hogan, 
who had been arrested on suspicion. 

At miners’ headquarters there was 
considerabla question as to who Ho- 
§an was, the concensus of opinion be- 
ing that it was Orchard, who had 
used that name .in leaving Cripple 
Creek to seek employment elsewhere. 

The first definite information came 
in the cipher’ telegram from Simp- 
kins, which was translated at first: 
“Can I get counsel for Hogan?” But 
which was afterwards corrected to 
read: “Canngt get. counsel for Ho- 
an.”” 

Haywood’s explanation of sending 
the $100 draft to Jack Simpkins on 

- 31, 1905, was as follows: ‘‘Simp- 
kins came to Denver early in Decem- 
ber to attend a mecting of the execu- 
tive board. He drew $231.50 expenses 
while there. Cashing a cheque for 
this; he gave Haywood $100 and ask- 
ed him to forward it to Spokane some 
;time before Christmas. Simpkins 
said he was going on a trip, and did 
net wunt to take all the money swith 
nim.”” pes 

When the matter of employing coun- 
sel for Orchard and to look after the 
interests of the organization first came 
up, Haywood said he and Moyer con- 
sulted with Genoral Counsel Murphy, 
who advised going very slowly in the 
matter. After considering the subject 
for a day or two, Murphy advised the 
employment of Mr. Nugent. 

Haywood said the firat he knew of 
any intimation to arrest him wae 
when he was taken into custody. He 
related 'the story of his arrest, the de- 
nial of-a right to consult counsel, 
and the trip to Boise on a special 
train in charge of Gen. Bulkeley 
Wells, a member of the Mine Own- 
ers’ Association. ;

The young birds may be taken 
away from the mother at six weeks 
old and transferred to another shed 
and yard.

DUCKLINGS FOR MARKET. 


There is no more profitable branch 
of poultry keeping than the rnar- 
keting of carly summer ducklings; 
the ‘ prices they fetch sound extra- 
vagantly handsome. 

Early Feeding. 

Most of the duck raiscrs bogin feed. 
ing the ducklings on hard-boiled eggs, 
and I would advise all duck keepers 
tc do the same, though some biz 
breedcra rely on moal or biscuit meal 
alone. The ducklings should have 
been out of the shell for at least 
twenty-four hours before they hive 
their first meal: put a sack or piece 
of,sacking down and stand tho duck- 
lings on it; they are liable to slip 
about if set on bare boards. “A sha}l- 
low pan of water shonld be placed 
near them, and they should all have 
a drink: before going back to hen or 
foster mother, if they do not find 
the drinking pan dip their beaks in; 
they will never want showing twice.

THE LIGHTNING ROD. 


Franklin's Theory Was Known Away 
j Back In Talmudic Times. 

In an article on “Current Topics In 
Ancient Literature’ J. D: Eisenstein 
says in the Sydney (Australia) Stand- 
ard: 






“The lightning_rod was Itvented by 
Benjamin Franklin in 1752 to arrest 
the electricity of the thunder. When 
the information of the discovery reach- 
ed Rabbi Saul Katzencllenbogen of 
Wilna, he said that the theory was not 
new, because. it was already known in 
Talmudic times, and he showed a pas- 
sage in the Tosefta (third century) 
where it says that ‘on Sabbath it is 
permitted to place an iron near the 
hennery to safeguard the fowls from 
thunder and lightning strikes.” The 
Talmud youches that ‘there fs nothing 
superstitious about this bellef.’ (Tosef. 
Shabb, chapter 6, end.) © — 

“The system of telegraphy, in a 
crude manner, is curiously described by 
Judah b. Jacob .Chayat in his com- 
mentary to “The System of Theology’ 
chapter, ‘The Gate of the Chariot’. 
(see page 218b. ed., Ferrara, 15353). 
Chayat is perhaps the first Hebrew 
author who transliterates the term 
“magnet,” and he explains the-physical 
pe as follows: ‘If you break 
the magnet into two parts and sep- 
arate them at any distance, even a 
thousand miles apart, any movement 
caused by a* joining wire to one part 
will be repeated by the other part’ 
(quoted also in Shelab, page. 30a. ed, 
Amsterdam, 1708).” | ; 





Why Penmen Get Tired. — 

The average person has no Idea how 
much muscular effort {s expended In 
writing a letter. A rapid penman can 
write thirty words in a minute. To do 
this he must draw his pen through the 
space of sixtcen and a half feet. In- 
forty minutes hig pen travels a furlong 
and in five hours a third of a mile. In 
writing an average word the penman 
makes Inthe neighborhood of sixteen 
curves of the pen. Thus in writing 
thirty words to the minute his pen 
would make 480 curves, 28,000 curves 
an hour and 86,400,000 In’a year of 
300 days of ten hours each. The man 
who succeeded in ‘making 1,000,000 
‘marks’ with a pen in a month was not 
at all remarkable. Many men make 
4,000,000 while merely writing.

Three of the injured, Lieut. Good- 
rich and Seamen Fair and Walsh, 
were in a very critical condition when 
brought to the hospital here, and it 
was announced that their injuries 
were probably fatal. rs 

Lieut. Goodrich has undoubtedly 
lost the sight of both eyes and is hor- 
ribly burned. 3 x 

Lieut. Goodrich and Seaman Mallick 
jumped overboard immodiately after 
the explosion, to end their terrible 
sufferings apparently. Both were 
salckly; rescued by uninjured com- 

es. 

The accident happened while the 
Georgia was eeyeral miles off Pro- 
vincetown, engaged in target practice 
with other vessels of the battleship 
squadron of the Atlantic fleet. ¥ 

The powder had just been taken 
from the ammunition hoist to load an 
eight-inch | gun. ‘ 

t was seen at once it was burning 
and in an instant it exploded in the 
very face of the gunloader. 3 

As the powder was unconfined, it 
caused no damage to the ship, but 
tire and heat, together with the con- 
cussion, caused injury to every aes 
son in the turret at the time. The 
theory of naval men here is that the 
powder became ignited from a spark 
from the smokestack of the battleship. 

No damage was done to the vessel, 
because the powder was not confined, 
and early yesterday morning, under 
orders from Washington, the Georgia 
sailed to the target grounds off Pro- 
vincetown. - ‘ 
, Directly after the accident the Geor- 
gia headed for the Charleston navy 
yard. There the dead ‘and injured 
were taken ashore. The wounded were 
conveyed to the naval hospital at 

elsea.

FOUGHT TO KISS IKON. 


Remarkable Scenes In, the Streets of 
St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, July 16—The arriv- 
al of the famous Ikon of the Resur- 
rection, brought from Palestine by 
the Patriach of Jerusalem for presen- 
tation to the Emperor, was made the 
occasion of a remarkable anti-revolu- 
tion demonstration. 

It was borne along Nesny Pros- 
pect, in procession by a dozen bish- 
ops. A long train of ecclesiastics fol- 
lowed, and there were several hun- 
dred people in the cortege. The Ikon 
was guarded by squadrons of Cos- 
sacks, and was deposited in Kazan 
Cathedral, the Metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg obiciating’s 

There were no disorders, but the 
moving shrine was besieged in its 
passage by crowds of devotees, who 
fought for a chance to kiss the Ikon. 
Many persons fainted. Subsequently 
& great mass meeting was held, and 
was addressed by reactionary leaders, 
including Dr. Drubovin, proscent of 
the League of Russian People, and 
Prince Volkonsky, who, in violent 
language, denounced the second Dou- 
ma, and called upon his hearers to 
register a vow that not a single Jew 
be allowed to enter the portals of the 
third Douma.

London, July 17.—Causing one of 
the most horrible disasters which Lon- 
don has ever known, the building oc- 
cupied by W. J. Reid & Co., on Dun- 
das street, collapsed like a thing cf 
cards, at 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

In the ruins were at once buried, 
under tons of debris, a number of 
employes and customers. The exact 
number is not yet known and, in- 
deed. may not be for several days, 
until the debris is cleared away. 

Not only was the famous Crystal 
Hall completely gutted and demolish- 
ed, but the store of Hamilton & Long, 
and of Brewster, the “five and ten- 
cent” establishment, suffered atly. 
Messrs. Hamilton andi) Long 
are numbered among the dead. 

It'is said that there were in the 
neighborhood cf20 ple at work on 
the building of Reid & Co., the gangs 
of Contractors Richardson and Wil- 
éon. 

The work of rescue was commenced 
immediately after the cloud of dust 
had cleared away. The fire wagons 
and patrol, as well as the ambulance, 
were brought into service, and all did 
good work in helping in the work of 
rescue. ¥ : 

The first to be taken from the ruins 
ws John Loney of 75 Cartwright 
street, who was immediately removed 
to Victoria Hospital in the ambul- 
ance, where it was found that he was 
suffering from deep scalp wounds, 
and is perhaps hurt internally.

In most cases the stomach should be 
permitted at least seven hours to do 
its work, to empty itself and to rest 
in preparation for another meal. “ Now 
let us imagine the stomach four hours 
after being loaded down with a heavy, 
complex meal, laboring hard to do 
good work for its owner. Imagine 
that the process of conversion has pro- 
ceeded until it fs, say, three-quarters_ 
completed and the man thinks it 18 
time to eat a late supper. What bap- 
pens? Why, the process of digestion 
is at once arrested, the function of 
the stomach itself {s entirely deranged, 
and within an hour that, stomach,cop- 
tains a mass of, mixed up, broken 
down, putrefying matter that is a 
menace not only to health and com- 
fort, but even to Jife. I could mention 
cases where such conditions hare 
caused sudden death.- 

The usual division of the three meal 
system doer not permit the stomach 
and other digestive organs to perform 
thelr work and get sufficient time for 
proper rest. Breakfast at 8 dinner at 
312 and supper at G does not’ give us 
sufficient time. Even if the morning 
meal be an hour eariler and the even- 
ing meal an hougf later there will be 
crowding and embarrassment of the 
organs. The remaining hours of the 
day are not Jong enough to enable the 
digestive organs to recover from the 
strain of being compelled to do sucb 
an cnormous amount of work in so 
short a time.

Frequently a little white spot appears 
after the wart is gone, but that will 
soon wear away.

remore those on the hands and face 
when they are small, but the larger 
ones should be removed by electricity, 
particularly those that appear near tlic 
ears, on the throat and under the chin. 
These are glandular and should under 
no possible circumstances be treated 
by any one but a specialist. He will re- 
move them surely and safely. Elec- 
tricity has'done quite so much In the 
removing of warts as it has in the tak- 
ing away of moles that physicians con- 
siller it the best means of destroying 
these overcrowths of flezh.

Experiments upon a number of men 
hare shown that a man five feet high 
and weighing 120 pounds will lft, on 
ay avernge, 156 pounds through a ver- 
tical distance of cight inches, or 217 
pounds through a height of 1.2 Inches. 
Others 6.1 feet high and weighing 183 
pounds could lift the 150 pounds to a 
height of thirteen inches, or 217 pounds 
to a height of six inches. Other men 
six feet three Inches high and weighing 
188 pounds coukl lift 156 pounds to a 
helght of sixteen Inches, or 217 pounds 
to a height of nine Inches. By a great 
variety of experiments it was shown 
that the average human strength is 
equivalent to raising thirty pounds 
through a distance of two and one-half 
‘ rect in one second.

KING EDWARD'S CHEQUE. 


Paper Rarely Seen — London Shop- 
keeper May Frame His Specimen. 
How many of King Edward's sub- 

jects, one may well wonder, have seen 

#% cheque signed by His Majesty? “I 

have just Seca one of these for the 

first time in my life,” says a corre- 
espondent. “It was shown me by a 
cortain West End tradesman who, 
though His firm has supplied the royal 
household for generations. confesses 
he -has never known the King to sign 

a cheque before.’ 

As a rule, of course, cheques on 
His Majesty's private account are 
drawn and signed by Lord Knollys, . 
and it is rarely that His Majesty signs 
one of these little papers. In_ this 
particular instance, however, the Kihg 
entered’ the shop quite casually, at- 
tracted by some object in the window, 
and, finding he had uot . sufficient 
money with him at once drew a 
clieque, which the holder is thinking

It fs said that the beginning of one 





“| part of a historic road may be traced 


to the following Incident: In early 
days, before the public conycyance by 
stage between the cast and west, travel 
Was generally by horseback. Judse 
Brown, senator for Kentucky, reached 
Wheeling on the way to the capital wet 
and tired. He was a guest of Coloncl 
Ebenezer Zane, an early setticr at 
Wheeling. Standing before the fire In 
Zane’s comfortable cabin, be remark- 
ed, “Zane, if you will have a road- 
way marked from here to Limeston 
Qfaysville), I will have congress grant 
you a section of land at the crossing 
of the Muskingum, Hocking and Scloto 
rivers.” Zane fulfilled the contract, 
and congress made the grant. 

May 17, 1796, congress granted to 
Ebenezer Zane three tracts of land, 
one square mile, one on the Muskin- 
gum, one on the Hocking and one on 
the Scloto river, in the state of Ohis, 
for the purpose of building ferries on 
the road from Wheeling. W. Va.. to 
Limeston, which road was to be opened 
by the president of the United States. 
These grants were confirmed to Zane 
and patented Feb. 14,.1800. On April 
3, 1802, congress made the same al- 
Jowance to Isaac Zane, his heirs or as- 
signs, located In the Northwest Terri- 
tory, now the state of Ohio. Zane made 
good use of his grants. He located the 
town of Zanesville on the Muskingum, 
the town of Fairfield on the Hock- 
Ing and Chillicothe on the Scioto. The 
story runs that .when Jodge Brown 
passed over the “road” be found it 
well marked by—blazed trees.

Admiral the _Prince of Leiningen 
also had the misfortune to run down 
n vessel in the Solent while in com- 
mand of the royal yacht, Queen Vic- 
torin herself being wn board.

ee Mombasa to the Congo. 

Dr. A, F. R. Wollaston, of the Brit- 
ish Museum expedition to Ruwenzori 
(Mountains of the Moon), with  D. 
Carruthers -heas just crossed Africa 
from Mombasa to the mouth of the Con- 
£0, passing from the south of Lake, 
Albert Edward through the heart of 
the Mfumbiro volcanic region, a wild, 
mountainous and difficult’ country, 
with waterless stretches, where no 
Englishman had ever been before. The 
natives in many cases had never be- 
fore seen a white man, although Cap- 
tin Grogan, on his Cape to Cairo jour- 
ney, passed the eastern side of the 
region. 

For the most part the nine vol- 
ennoes are extinct; the highest is 
abowt 14,000 fect. Near the top they 
are covered with dense bamboo, sup- 
posed to be inhabited by a race of 
pygemies who live by raiding the vil- 
lages on the lower sigpes. As they 
are far removed fromthe Congo for- 
est pygmies, they are probably a new 
race. The sides of the extinct vol- 
canoes are thickly populated by a 
people of fine physique, living prin- 
cipally on milk and honey. 

Mecting with great courtesy from 
the Germans and Belgians, the expe- 
dition from Kivu traveled to Tangan- 
yika through the unknown valley of 
the Russisi. At one place the torrent 
rushed through a natural tunnel hun- 
dreds of yards in length. The Man- 
yuema country i§ devastated by sleep. 
ing sickness. Dr. Wollastop saw dead. 
and ying on the roadside. Almost 
overy pallaee presented a revolting 
spectacle, it is the custom to turn 
out the stricken to die. 
~ In the Manyuemna country one chief 
threatencd to shoot Dr. Wollaston, 
sending a messenger for his gun, 
whereupon’ the explorer despatched 
his boy for his own gun and occu- 
pied the chief’s house. which cvent- 
ually led him to adopt a more rea- 
ronable attitude.

British Naval Supremacy. 

The New York ‘Post, speaking of 
British naval supremacy, says: The 
British Admiralty is not satisfied with 
its recent extraordinary development 
of pedo jeatroyer, In 
1893 its largest boat of this type was 
he Havoc, of 240 tons, 3,500 horse- 
wer, and 261-2 knots. Five of the 
oats authorized in 1905-6 are now 
taking the water, the Ghurka and <Af- 
ridi having recently been launched. 
‘These boats are of 790 tons, 14,50 
horsepower, and have a speed of 33 
knots, three more than any of the de- 
stroyers owned by Germany, France 
or the United States, and are 200 tons 
larger than the largest foreign boat. 
Not content with this leadership, the 
Admiralty has laid down at Birken- 
head the Swift, a destroyer of 1,830 
tons, 30,000 horsepower, with the phe- 
nomenal speed of no less than 36 
knots an hour. The Swift is to be an 
ocean-cruising boat, with a great 
radius of action; and having the pace 
to overhaul any torpedo boat or de- 
etroyer, cruiser or battleship will tru- 
ly become “‘the eyes and ears of the 
fleet.” But the Ghurka and the Swift 
have high freebonrds and are comfort- 
uble and livable vessels, instead of 
racing machines, which utterly ex- 
haust their crews in'n few days. It 
is now apparent that in tHe eyes of 
the Admiralty the torpedo cruiser'and 
torpedo gunboat are failures, the for- 
mer because its scouting powers were 
eacrificed to its armament and the 
latter because it waa neither a scont 
nor a destroyer. Only three 12-pound- 
era will be carried by the Ghurka, 
and four 25-pounders by the Swift. A

Upheld Ministers--Council Agreed «s to Neressity 
For Their Rulers Retirement--Serioyus Disorders 
in Seoul--Crawd of 5,000 Gather In Streets. 


Seoul, Korea, July 20:—It is report- 
ed that a most dramatic scene occur- 
red at the palace Thursday ‘night, 
when the ministers, headed by. Pre- 
mier Wang Yong, appeared) before 
His Majesty and made the Cabinet’s 
final representation ‘in © urging the 
Emperors abdication. ; 

is Majesty was in a high state of 
excitement, but the Premier, in the 
must humble but firm tone dwelt at 
length upon want of precaution’ and 
rudence of the Kmperor’s ‘policies 
therto, especially in diplomatic af- 
fairs, whereby he was endangering 
the safety of the nation. The Premier 
enumerated the facta of His Majes- 
y's duplicities, which culminated in 
despatch of a deputation to The 
Hague peace conference, and fore- 
ibly reasoned the uselessness of the 
Emperor’s disavowal of his-relation 
with The Hague affair. 

Unable to successfully combat the 
logic of the Premier’s representation, 
the Emperor sought a last refuge in 
the council of older statesmen, doubt- 
less anticipating .their sympathies. 
The council immediate's convened.

The Emperor’s disappointment and 
surprise was boundless when they 
unanimously agreed with ‘the Minis- 
ter’s advice.

“Tho Fitth Commandment. This com- 
mandment belongs to both tables of 
the law. Since God is our Father ave 
are taught to honor him as, father, 
“It then I bea father, where is 
mine ‘honor? ... >. saith tho Lord 
of hosts unte you”—Mul. 1; 6. To tho 
young child tho parents are in the 
place of the heavenly Father, to lead. 
tho child up to: Him. Tho word pictas, 
whenee our ‘picty,. meant orizinally 
the duty of mon to God reflected in 
their duty towards thoir parents. So 
in 1 Tum. $; 4,-the Greck word for 
show piety at home, ¢usebein, and its 
Latin equivalent, coluré. honor, re- 
¥cerencce, worship, is°appticd hoth to 

God and to parents. 

“Wo are bidden to honor, because 
Jove is instinctive, and can only boe* 
spontancouss Tho honor for out +pir- 
ents is love combined with reverence; 
the love must be honor touched with 
emotion: The .word ‘honor’ includss 
‘love,’ for there can be no true honor 
Without love.” ‘ 

It ‘applies to both parents. “Mother 
stands out as clear uy Sinai itself. 
There is uv cloud on her majesty, 
Such honor as yocs to the {father 
Goes to the mother.” 

We honor by love, by courtcons at- 
tentions, by giving them the dest, by 
aiways treating them with honor in 
the presence vf others, by deferring 
to their wishes. 

The (th csmmoandment “is the 
sanctification of social life’ ana “the 
surest basis of ult righteous govern- 
ment,” In its widest senso it’ res- 
pects gray hairs overywhere, and hon- 
ors all in authority over you, such ax 
your pastor, teacher, employer or 
magistrates, Lack id this respect is 
a growing evil, full of mischief to 
our nation. 

The {itn commandment does not 
require a child to do wrony or 
a child to love even unlovely parents, 
because they hold to him the sacred 
relation of father and mother. 

The Sixth Commandment.—13. Thou 
shalt not kill, The 1.v. gives the 
thought moro accurately, “Thou shalt 
do. no niurder.” Killing is sometimes 
justifiable; the Bible itself enjoins 
the killing of men for punishment of 
those who inurder in order to pres 
vent, by the punishment of  the- 
guilty, tho murder of the innocent. 

The gfrimary aim of tho command- 
ment is to inculcate ieverence for hu- 
man life. “It stands for 2 great prin- 
ciple which is applicable afike to all 
people and to all times.” 

“The breadth of this cémniandment 
is that ‘wo hurt nobody by word nor 
deod, that we bear no matice nor 
hatred in our heart. “Who vo hut- 
eth his\brothoer iz a murderer.” 

The commaadment forbids all those 
things which snorten the life of oth. 
ers—crowded, ilf-ventiiated face 
torics, slum conditions in the cities, 
over-working children, the ruin of 
many by oreaking the scventh com- 
mandment, carclessness on rajlroads 
and stcamboata, fire-traps, adultcrat- 
cd foods, 

It forbids suicide and. all theso 
things which shorten and lessen the 
value of our lives—gluttony, drunk- 
enness, intemperance, which leads to 
murder of others, as well as ruin of 
the drinker. : { 

But it docs not forbid us to risk 
our lives to save others, or to take 
our lives in our hands for tho sake | 
of rightcousness, the nobler’ life . of | 
the soul. Heroes sud martyrs do not 
break this law. 

Ner doca this law forbid the exe- 
cution of tnurderers, as is plain from 
the exccutions that took place - in 
that very gencration. This is to save 
life, the life of ths innocent. 

14. This is tho safeguard of 
home and the family. 

Primarily, the scvcnth command: 
ment forbids adultory, and the sins? 
which, under stight differences, are 
cognate with it. 

It forbids all impure thoughts, and: 
the books and pictures and plays and 
acts which tend to excite such 
thoughts and inspire impure acts. 
Plato woutd cxclude from hia Uical 
republic overything that would de- 
basc the taste, even all poor, pic- 
tures and poor workmanship. 

“Blessed ure the pure in heart, for 
they shall see God.” while the impure 
s00n lose all sense of divine things. 
No sin, not even intemperance, so 
rapidly ruins a man, body, mind, and 
soul, as this sin. 

The way to orcercome this evil is 
by the good—true love and happy 
marrizge, a mind full of good 
thoughts, a jife full of good deods.

Information Eagerly Sought by People 
In Great Britain. 
Canada is the most talked-of coun- 
try to-day in Greet Britain, and ap- 
iative nudiences listen engerly to 
ecturers from over the sca. Mr. 
Joshua Fletcher, president of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Association, gave an 
address recently to an assembly of 
business men ‘in Manchester, England, 
giving in brief form the advantages of- 
fered by Canada.

WESTERN RATTLESNAKES, 


Interesting Facts as to Rattlesnakes 
In. Central British Columbta. 


A correspondent from Kamloops, 
b. 0., writes: Some time ago I was 
much surprised at reading an article 
from the pen of one of your readers, 
who claimed that there were no rat- 
tlesnakes in British Columbia; very 
probably he was correct 23 far as his 
own observations were concerned, tor 
this is a province of magnificent dis- 
tances; and many large areas are en- 
tirely free from them, but it is equal- 
ly ‘true that othet districts—partica- 
larly parts of Yate—contain numbers 
of them; and in this respect I can 
endorse the letter of Mr. McDonald, 
whe wrote some time aro from Nova 
Scotia, in referring to which the edi- 
tor stated as his opinion that there 
were no rattlesnakes north of Thorip- 
eon River. This is no mistake. natural 
enouch incone not familiar with this 
locality. These snakes may be found 
enywhere along the north bank of the 
Kamloons Inke (a river expansion 
nbout 15 miles lore) and the Thonn 
son River. from Kamieons ta where 
it ioins the Fraser ot Lytten—bzt ther 
ere nartieninriy nemeroys in cortsin 
feyored localities. eg.

Nevertheless, the firemen worked on 
iio f and at last the supply 
of the chemical engine was exhausted, 
and it was sent away to be recharged, 
which took half an hour. 

Vessel Scuttled. 
At last it became apparent that to 
extinguish the flames the vessel: must 
be sunk, and at the word of Mr. Jar- 
vis, large streams were turned into 
the boat and at 1 o'clock she ground- 
ed in the slip, where ahe now lies. 

Meanwhile the injured had been ce- 
moved to St. Michael's Hospital, 
where they were instantly attended. 

~  Horribly Burned. 

Mrs. Backenstein’s body was hor- 
ribly burned, and even the firemen 
were sickened. All the clothing ox- 
cept a garter, and a gold chain, and 
the ears, nose, fingers and tocs were 
burned away. 

When the yacht began to sink half 
a dozen of the firemen had to make 
a hurried scramble for the dock.

Dow- 
ton announced the revival of this plece 
for his benefit. As the title implies, it}: 
was 2 satire upon the sartorial craft 
and upon the bills being issved an in- 
dignation meeting was conyened by the 
knights of the needle, who vowed to 
oppose the performance by might and 
main. a < 

Menacing letters were sent to Dow- 
ton telling him that 17,000 ‘tailors 
would attend to his piece, ‘and one, 
who signed himself “Death,” ‘added 
that 10,000 men could be found if nec- 
essary. These threats were laughed 
at by the actors, but wher night came 
it was discovered that the craft were 
in earnest and that with few excep- 
tions they had contrived to secure er- 
ery seat in the house, while a mob 
without still squeezed for admission. 
The moment Dowton appeared upon 
the stage there was a hideous uproar. 
and some one threw a pair of shears 
at him. . 

Not a word would the rioters listen 
to, nor would they accept any compro- 
mise in the way of changing the Piece. 
Within howled and’ hissed ‘without In- 
termission hundreds of exasperated 
tailors; outside howled and bellowed 
thousands of rmging tallors, who at- 
tempted td storm ‘the-house. So for- 
midable did the riot wax that a mag: 
istrate had to be sent for and special

One of the most disastrous fires in 
the history of Victoria is “taking 
place and a strip’ of the city’ almost 
a mile in length has been wiped‘ out 
by fire. The confingtation broke out 
in the middle of’ the afternoon’ in a 
blacksmith shop on Store ‘street, on 
the waterfront, and the strong wind 
from the southwest carried the fire | 
across the city.

Most of-the buildings burned in this 
area, Were not of* much value, but 
leaping a block, the fire swept up the 
southern side of Herald street be- 
tween Douglas and Blanchard, burn- 
ing all the residences on that side, 
and destroying the Calvary. Baptist 
Church and “a number of dwellings 
opposite. The fire then continued 
along Green and several adjoining 
streeta, until stopped by the open 
spaces and by the volunteer brigades, 
which tore down the buildings to stop 
the flames. Last night the fire was 
practically checked, but the loss will 
be‘a quarter of a million dollars. The 
water pressure was lamentably low. 
and the strong wind and dryness: of 
materials, together with inflammable 
character of most of the buildings, 
completed a set of conditions which 
helped to fan the flames.

Trustee Preston of the Flying Roll; 
ers says that Miss Josephine Leslie, 
arrested in Newmarket, England, for 
vsing the name of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan to defraud prominent people out 
of large sums of fictitious stock ‘deals, 
is no other than Dess de Bar, and 
will sail for England at once to iden- 
tify her. 








Two ‘Toronto Suicides. 

Toronto, July 25.—Peter Foley, 70 
years of age, for 16 years shoemaker 
at the House of Industry, committed 
suicide by jumping into the bay at 
the foot of Frederick street at 
five o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
act was apparently the result of de- 
spongency, caused by excessive drink- 
i he having been detained at No. 
1 police station Monday night for 
drunkenness. 

Frank Stephen, 29 Cowan avenue, 
Parkdale, committed suicide last 
evening about 7.30 by taking cyamid 
of potassium, a deadly poison. Mr.

How Frost Affects Plants. 

Plants do not freeze to death In win- 
ter, but perish from thirst: The proc. 
ess fs simple. The old causes the 
withdrawal of the water from the cells 
of the plant, forming fee crystals out- 
side of the cells. The frost, cooling 
and contracting the surface, acts as a 
Sort of pump, and as soon as the cell 
Is emptied of its Iife giving fuld the 
plant dies. The truth of this theory 
has been proved by numerous careful 
experiments. Great variation was 
found In the amount of cold teccssary 
to cause the death of vegetation. Some 
plants dry out quickly and are killed 
before the freezing point is reached. 
Many plants will survive zero weatber, 
and some die only at 20 degrees be- 


ly 2s ever. 





Precious Plant Stones. 

Among the many strange things to be 
found in the Philippine Islands are 
€ so called “plant stones” encounter- 
now and again In certain vegetable 
stowths. The bamboo, for instance, 
according to Kultur und Natur, con- 
talns a stone very similar to the opal, 
Dut on account of the Tarity with which 
it Is found It Is much more costly than 
the opal.

Petawawa Artillery Camp, Ont., 
July 26.—The British artillerymen 
have become the marvel of the camp.

TO REGULATE FISHING. 


Binding Agreement Between U.S. and 
Canada Advocated. 

Erie, Pa., July 26.—At the closing,

A_ paper bearing directly ‘on the 
subject was read yesterday afternoon 
by A. Kelly Evans of Toronto, who 
maintained that it was absolutely ne- 
cessary to regulate the sizo of com- 
mercial fish to prevent a possible 
prohibition of exports. of the food 
varicties. Canada is now contribut- 
ing 86 per cent. of the Inke fish con- 
sumed .in the United States, he said, 
and if this supply were cut off he 
believed it woule be a severe blow to 
this country.

: * The Ship's Log. 

The ship's log consists of a log chip 
and'a log line. Thé log chip is a Piece 
of board, shaped like the fourth part 
of a circle, loaded with Jesd on the 
round side, so that it will stand up in 
the water. The log line’is 150 to 200 
fathoms Jong. It is wound tpon a large 
Teel, so held ‘as to Iet it run out easily? 
The line fs dlyided into equal parts by 
bits of string ron through it, each 
marked by the number of knots in it: 
hence these divisions are called knots, 
The log chip when thrown into the wa- 
ter stands still and draws out the log 
Mne as fast as it unwinds, and the 
speed of the ship is shown by the num- 
ber of knots that run out In half a min- 
ute. The usual length of ‘a*knot fs 
47.3 feet. When it is known how many 
of these run ‘out fn half a minute, it is 
casy to calculate how many would run 
out in-an hour by multiplying by 120. 
The record vf the heaving of the log, 
23 well as all important things happen- 
ing on shipboard, is made in a log 
hook.—Cincinnati Enquirer. *
